Last year the Warren County A s­ 
sociation 
for 
Retarded Children 
secured a lease from the U, S. 
Forest Service to operate Camp 
Co implanter, a secluded camp site 
located 
in 
the heart of the Al­ 
legheny National Forest about six 
miles from Kinzua. 
After a c o n c e r t e d effort the 
WCARC was ready to offer a sum­ 
mer camping program for retarded 
children 
in 
northwestern 
Penn­ 
sylvania. The total enrollment that 
initial year was 128. This year that 
enrollment has better than doubled. 
It will reach the figure 281. And, 
amazing as it seems, these re­ 
tarded people range in age from eight 
years to 45 years. 
Four weeks of camping — July 
24 through August 21 — are being 
offered this season by a professional 
staff which numbers 33. The ratio 
for each period averages one staff 
member for every four campers. 
The retarded from 13 counties in 
the tri-state area utilize the camp­ 
ing program. They come from Al­ 
legheny, 
Butler, Crawford, Erie, 
Venango, Lawrence, McKean, Mer­ 
cer, and Warren counties in Penn­ 
sylvania; from Chautauqua, Erie, 
and Niagara counties in New York 
State; and Trumbill in Ohio, 
Inside this issue you will find 
three 
pages of pictures showing 
some of the types of activities con­ 
ducted at the camp. You will also 
see the playground equipment which 
has been donated by the Warren 
Kiwanis Club and Bell Telephone 
Co mpany which adds so much to 
the area. 
Credit also must go to the Jay­ 
cee Auxiliary, Zonta Club, United 
Commercial Travelers, Child De­ 
velopment Study Club and the Rus­ 
sell Volunteer Fire Dept. Auxiliary 
for the camperships they provided 
for campers who might otherwise 
not have been able to afford this 
* % opportunity. The proceeds from a 
Beech Dance Recital Benefit were 
also used for camperships. 
During the final week at the camp, 
which starts August 14, IOO retarded 
people 
from 
Polk State School, 
through sponsorship from an en­ 
dowment fund, willbeatCampCom- 
planter. There will be 66 boys and 
34 girls from the ages of 16 to 
45 years, mostly in the 35-45 age 
range. Many are working patients 
at Polk who received no pay for the 
work they do. This is the first time 
they will participate in such a pro­ 
gram. 
It has been explained that these 
people being older do not receive 
many visitors, if any. They a re being

WHO IS TO BLAME? 
In the weeks immediately ahead 
we will hear debated and see ana­ 
lyzed the m ajor issues that face this 
nation as our two major parties tooth 
and nail it to election day. The 
Eisenhower administration will be 
blamed for .the obvious losses we 
have suffered in the past seven 
years and the Democrats will be 
blamed for these losses on the 
basis 
of administrative records 
which preceded those years. 
The debate will be about that sim ­ 
ple, but the truth and solution are 
not to be found in these few years. 
What has happened in these times 
is the culmination of many decades 
of failure, and what we see today is 
little m ore than a deep-seated dis­ 
ease not being very well treated by' 
hastily-prepared last-m inute for­ 
mulas. 
It is the Church that has failed. 


This is an easy argument and you 
can lay it out there for all plainly 
to see. And it probably is right. But 
Dehind it are other years, hundreds 
of years. And through those centur­ 
ies we have not convinced the world's 
Deoples that the way to peace is not 
Dy the sword. 


If those who call themselves C hris­ 
tians had done the bidding of Him 
from whom they take their name, 
the Russians would not be com­ 
munists, life would not be cheap in 
China, and the Africans would not be 
chasing m issionaries off their con­ 
tinent. The Church has not perform ­ 
ed the m issionary task assigned it. 
In W arren county there are many 
churches, and many of them are ex 
trem ely elaborate. T h e church 
building boom has been with us in 
America for several years. And this 
is not to be criticized if it does not 
end there, but unfortunately while 
congregations have poured millions 
into edifices they have not matched 
it with millions for m issionaries. 
We were im pressed by the story 
about a young man who recently was 
approached by a member of his con­ 
gregation in search of funds. When 
he learned that the money was to be 
vjzf*4 for more building, he asked if 
the budget for foreign missions was 
also being enlarged and whether or 
not it matched the amount being 
spent on the facilities for the con­ 
gregation. 
When the negative answer was 
given he said, "When you do some­ 
thing about our missionary work to 
the same extent as you are provid­ 
ing for our own comforts I wil 
give." 
Unfortunately many will readily 
agree with this, but only as an out 
Their real reason will iDe that they 
do not want to give at all, and as is 
true in the case of taxes, we like 
what they get us but we don’t want 
to pay the bill, 
• 


CURRENT FALL GUYS 
Politically you can blame die cur 
rent administration for the obvious 
losses we have suffered recently on 
all global fronts. We have seen the 
Chinese plunder their neighbors and 
have done nothing. We have seen 
them violate Indian borders and have 
not stopped them. We have seen the 
Russians kick the Hungarians and 
others around and have sat on our 
hands. 
We have had our vice president 
insulted in South America, and 
m ajor island immediately off our 
coast is making eyes at commun 
ism. We have done little to stop this 
trend, and of course it has not 
eased. We talk of our strength but 
the communists keep right on mov­ 
ing ahead, defying us to stop them 
.and obviously unafraid of us. 


THE GOOD YEARS 
This has not been always true. In 
tie early centuries the progress 
made by a small group of believers 
was a m iracle of sacrifice and cour­ 
age. Nation after nation became 
dominated by the faithful and war 
tias gradually been reduced in pop­ 
ularity. The freedom of man has 
grown. 
But too many of us who have gain­ 
ed true freedom have been too self­ 
ish with it and have chosen to live 
ie good life, a life which v/e flaunt 
Defore others, and even utilize as a 
tool with which to use millions of 
underprivileged in backward lands 
for the fattening of our already af­ 
fluent calf. For every half-equipped 
m issionary we send forth we also 
allow a merchant prince to invade 
the same land and take away the 
wealth to the benefit of the already 
well-heeled ruler and to the loss of 
the ones the m issionary is supposed 
to convert. It must be a confusing 
contrast. 
Our m issionaries are pitifully 
financed. We seem to believe that it 
is enough if we keep them alive so 
that they can do no more than con­ 
vert natives. Would it not be far 
m ore convincing if we were at the 
sam e time to improve the living 
conditions of those people, provide 
them with basic machinery with 
which to raise their food, educate 
them, and lend meaning to their 
conversion through our own ex­ 
ample. 


TO WHAT END, PIONEERS? 
We are proud of our own pioneers. 
We point to their struggle for ex­ 
istence and their willingness to sac­ 
rifice for the sake of freedom. But 
to what end? T heir own benefit I 
It is not enough to be intelligent, 
to be brave, to be willing to risk 
your life, if the end you seek is no 
m ore than your own welfare. That 
may carve out a plot of land and 
build a nation, but if that nation 
stops there, andin its relations with 
the millions who are not so richly 
situated does no m ore than exploit 
their labors while preaching to their 
ignorant minds, what have we gain­ 
ed? 


SO WHO? 
This brings us right back, of 
course, to the man to blame. It is 
not the Church as a whole, nor any 
congregation, nor any denomination. 
It is up to die individual to express 
his beliefs, and to give his money. 
And any Church which says it has 
enough money to help carry out this 
assignment is wrong. Any Church 
which says it has enough good m is­ 
sionaries is mistaken. 
There neither is enough money nor 
enough dedicated men and women to 
correctly use it. 
It is an assignm ent, you know. 
“ Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature." 
Have we?

Matter of Fact . . . 
‘REPUDIATION’'

WASHINGTON 
Vice President Nixon’s public abandonment of the policies of Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, which were also President 
Eisenhower’s policies, just about completes a job that had to be done. 
The Vice President has thought that Benson ought to be junked since 
1956. After the disastrous 19 58 Congressional election, he made an 
active effort to junk him. The form er chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee, Meade Alcorn of Connecticut, was the man chosen 
for the job. 
Since it was clear that the President would not listen to the straight 
policy arguments against Benson, Alcorn, on Nixon’s advice, made the 
the political arguments. These hadbeenonly too amply 
underlined by the election returns. Yet the Presi­ 
dent’s angry answering blast all but blew Alcorn 
through the door, into the next room; and after that, 
the subject of Benson was not raised again. 
It is a proof of the Byzantinism of the Eisenhower 
White House that the subject was never again raised. 
The hapless Benson has managed to combine a more 
than fourfold increase of the huge Agriculture De­ 
partment appropriations with an actual decline of 
farm income. This year, the $6 billion-odd that will be spent through 
Benson armounts to something like half of the reduced revenues of the 
American farm community. 
This incredible record is defended by Benson on the ground that Con­ 
gress would never enact "The Benson Program .” But in fact neither 
Benson himself, nor his chief, the 
President, has ever, at any time, 
launched an all-out, knock-down, 
drag-out fight for decisive legisla­ 
tive changes in the farm program. 
Prayer has been the Benson spe­ 
cialty, and latterly he has become a 
sort of Ancient Mariner of Washing­ 
ton, almost literally "stopping one 
in ten” to assure these reluctant 
listeners that his farm policy was 
working better and better. Once he 
even cornered Sen. John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s personal chief of staff, Theo­ 
dore Sorenson, in the Senate cafe­ 
teria.

“W HO’S SPEEDING?

Since sentimentality has no place 
in government, the fact that his fail­ 
ures have made the Secretary of 
Agriculture a somewhat pathetic 
figure has no bearing on the case. 
There was a touch of ruthlessness 
in the way the Vice President, free 
to junk Benson at last, duly and pub­ 
licly did what he had wanted to do 
for so long. But in the circum­ 
stances, ruthlessness was justified 
and even called for. 
As already noted, moreover, this 
junking of Benson was not an iso­ 
lated episode. Since Friday, July 22, 
the Vice President has been briskly 
disentangling 
himself 
from 
the 
President. 
The pace of this process was forc­ 
ed, and it was therefore given an un­ 
desired dramatic character, by Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller’s threat to 
make a floor fight about the platform 
at the Republican convention. Civil 
rights and defense, the two main is­ 
sues on which Rockefeller andNixon 
thereupon reached agreement on 


July 22, were again issues on which 
the Vice President has never agreed 
with the President. 
Rockefeller did not have the votes 
to make a respectable showing in a 
floor fight. The Vice President would 
have much preferred the less dras­ 
tic method of distinguishing his own 
positions from the President’s posi­ 
tions after the convention was out of 
the way. But Rockefeller, by threat­ 
ening a floor fight, forced Nixon to 
say what he had always meant to say 
rather earlier than he had meant to 
say it. 
The Democrats will of course cry 
out that this is "repudiation” of Ei­ 
senhower, and in a sense they will be 
right. Because of the constitutional 
changes already examined in this 
space, a modem V icepresident can­ 
not im itate Vice President John N. 
Garner, for instance, who t ook 
rather well-marked independent po­ 
sitions while maintaining friendly 
working relations with President 
Roosevelt. A modem V icepresident 
is like a Cabinet officer, who must 
either go along or get out—the thing 
to be got out of, in the Vice Presi­ 
dent’s case, being the National Se­ 
curity Council. 
Accordingly, Nixon has swallowed 
his objections and gone along. But 
objections there have been. He has 
always believed in a stronger de­ 
fense program, more forceful civil 
rights program, a changed farm 
program, a somewhat less conser­ 
vative domestic economic policy. 
About Eisenhower, he was once 
heard to remark wonderingly: 
"In domestic m atters, you know, 
he’s really more conservative than 
Bob Taft.” 
lf the Vice President’s own views 
now emerge, andtheoppositlon cries 
"Repudiation,” it does not m atter 
very much. As his party’s nominee, 
Nixon not only has the right to speak 
his own mind, as Eisenhower recog­ 
nized in his telegram of congratula­ 
tion at Chicago; he also has the duty 
to do so.

the enforcement of the law has 
pushed our hands into our change 
purse for a tidy bit more than a 
cool million it seems appropriate 
that the state now do something 
about cottages, homes, and perhaps 
plants which still may be contam­ 
inating the stream, and some of 
which may even be immediately 
above us, thus defeating our efforts. 


Taking it a step further, 
the 
same goes for other communities 
which are not meeting the require­ 
ments of the law, and to groups 
of homes and cottages which con­ 
ceivably could team up in a sewage 
control effort. 
Many towns have objected, and 
some still are, to expending money 
for sewage plants when nearby cot­ 
tages and homes continue to dirty 
the stream. We have suggested that 
if they will do their part the state 
can pin-point the individual viola­ 
tors who are left. 


That time for pin-pointing now 
is with us and we believe the state 
is not doing its job. Perhaps we who 
have abided by the law now should 
file our complaints in regards to 
specific cases which are undoing 
our 
stream-cleaning 
and 
law­ 
abiding project. 
These summer weeks are the 
ripe moment for checking sewage 
flow. The stream is so low that 
sewers are quite obvious and we 
can show you a couple if you in­ 
sist.

ANOTHER CHECK-UP N EED ED 
Another case of inconsideration 
for those who attempt to operate 
according to the law is the liquor 
licensee who constantly sells to 
minors. We have them in Warren 
county, but the neighbors, and com­ 
petitors, hesitate to make trouble. 
This is one of those situations 
in which parents whould be vitally 
interested. Proof should be obtained 
and state officials notified. The 
honest innkeeper is entitled to a 
spiking of the rumors, 
and the 
unprincipled should be uncovered 
and penalized.

NEW VALUATIONS 
Warren county school districts 
have received the report of the 
State 
Tax 
Equalization 
Board’s 
annual certification listing, which 
shows the market value placed on the 
property within each district and 
thus determines how much help 
they will receive from the state 
during the 1961-62 
school year. 
Those who believe the increases 
are too large may appeal fora hear­ 
ing. 


The valuations are higher than 
those established in the county for 
assessing purposes. The total for 
the county is $71,625,235. The total 
established by the state board is 
$109,419,300. Some people confuse 
these two, and blame local officials 
for the state’s change of reimburse­ 
ment fractions. 


The biggest change was in B ro- 
kenstraw twp. where the market 
value was jumped $769,800, a per 
cent increase of 17.95. The big­ 
gest reduction was for Southwest 
twp. which dropped $153,300, or 
16.18 per cent. Triumph twp. drop­ 
ped $72,700, 
or 
11.42 per cent. 


Most areas increased, and the 
overall average was 1.80 per cent 
upward. Warren borough went up 
$934,500, or 2.05 per cent. Youngs­ 
ville went up $33,400 which is less 
than one per cent, and Sheffield 
also stayed within less than one 
per cent of its former figure.

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"APOLOGIZE” OR "REGRET": - THE FACTS 


By Roscoe Drummond 


WASHINGTON 
The purpose of this column is 
to try to get at the exact facts 
as to what Sen. John F. Kennedy 
said or did not say about apolo­ 
gizing or expressing 
regret to 
Khrushchev over the U-2 flights. 
And quite apart from whether 
Mr. Kennedy used this phrase or 
that, what is the substance of the 
controversy? What is it really all 
about? 
It is well to assemble the evi­ 
dence because the candidates are 
already in a maze of conflicting 
argument and it is obvious that 
this is going to be a disputed mat­ 
ter in a hotly contested campaign. 
To make any sense out of this 
controversy, it is necessary to fix 
in mind the demand which Khrush­ 
chev made upon the U. S. at Paris. 
He demanded that die President 
apologize for ever permitting any 
of the U-2 flights and that the fliers 
be punished. 
This blew the summit to pieces 
before it ever began. But there

were some here at home who won­ 
dered if Mr. Eisenhower could not 
have pacified Mr. K. in some way 
so that the meeting could have 
gone on. Mr. Kennedy was one of 
these and he made this statement 
to a group of high school students 
in Oregon in May: 
"He (Khrushchev) said there were 
two conditions for continuing. One, 
that we apologize. I think that that 
might have been possible to do; 
and that, second, we try those re­ 
sponsible for the flight." 
* * * 


Does this statement make it fair 
to contend that Sen. Kennedy wantec 
Mr. Eisenhower to apologize for 
the flights? 
Vice President Nixon and, before 
he became Mr. Kennedy’s running 
mate, Sen. Lyndon Johnson thought 
that it did. Mr. Johnson asked many 
of his pre-convention audiences if 
they wanted to have a President 
who would apologize to Khrush­ 
chev?" 
But Mr. Kennedy calls this an 
unfair description of his view. He 
put it this way in an exchange with 
other Senators on the Senate floor 
last May 23: 
’What I said was that if Mr. 
Khrushchev had proposed the first 
condition alone—the apology—...if 
he had merely asked that the United 
States express regret (instead of 
demanding punishment for the fliers) 
that might have been a reasonable 
term, and would have indicated a 
willingness on his part to proceed." 


* * * 
After looking at all the evidence, 
I offer these conclusions: I—Mr. 
Kennedy is, in part, the victim of 
his own imprecise statements. He 
said that if Khrushchev had asked 
only for an apology, "that that 
might have been possible to do." 
That certainly sounded as though he 
were recommending an apology. But 
later he said that he meant that 
since Mr. K. also imposed the 
punishment condition, nothing would 
have satisfied Khrushchev, not even 
an apology. Thus Mr. Kennedy could 
argue that he never brought for­ 
ward the idea of apology as a prac­ 
tical course of action.

There is another point at which 
Mr. Kennedy’s discussion of this 
m atter--the day after Nixon and 
Dewey brought it up at the Chicago 
convention—seemed to me to flow 
around but not come to grips with 
the real issue. 
Thus at his Hyannis Port press 
conference the Democratic nominee 
emphasized that he had thought it 
would have been well for the Presi­ 
dent to have "expressed his re 
grets" to Khrushchev over the TIM­ 
ING of the U-2 flights. But the 
fact is, as all who were at the 
summit well know, the Soviet P re­ 
m ier was not demanding "regrets 
just over the timing of the flights; 
he was demanding an apology from 
the President for having permitted 
the whole four-year sequence of the 
U-2 flights. The suggested "regrets 
over the timing would have meant 
absolutely nothing in light of what 
was really happening at Paris. 
Some partisans have suggested 
that Sen. Kennedy has herein shown 
signs of appeasement. There is no 
substance or truth in such state­ 
ments. At most they show that Mr. 
Kennedy needs to think through a 
little more fully what he wants to 
say.

Thirty-six of the Americans in 
the town would be Christian Church 
members; and 24 would not. In the 
town as a whole, about 300 would be 
Christians and 700 would not. At 
least 80 persons in the whole town 
would be believing Communists and 
370 would be under Communist do­ 
mination. Possibly 70 in the whole 
town would be Prostestant C hris­ 
tians. 
Three hundred and three persons 
in the whole town would be white; 
697 would be non-white. The 60 
Americans would have an average 
life expectancy of 70 years; all the 
other 940 would average under 40. 
Literally most of the non-Amer­ 
ican people in the town would be 
poor, hungry, sick and ignorant. Al­ 
most half would not be able to read 
or write. 
More than half would never have 
heard of Christ or what he stood 
for. But very soon more than half 
would be hearing about Karl Marx. 
In view of these facts it is in­ 
teresting to think that the average 
Christian American family would 
be spending $850 a year for de­ 
fence in force, and less than $3.50 
a year to share with the rest of 
the people in the town the know­ 
ledge of why there is any C hrist­ 
mas.

paid over to the Warren County 
Commissioners to help pay for the 
expense of the County probation 
system for juveniles. 
The report also informed the

Both Senator John F. Kennedy 
and Vice President Richard Nixon 
have acceptedthe invitation extended 
by NBC to appear in a series of 
televised debates during the election 
campaign this fall. Mr. Nixon sug­ 
gested that the debates should be 
completely without notes, with no 
text of any kind, so the candidates 
can cover a whole range of subjects. 
Enabling legislation, already a- 
dopted by the Senate, is expected to 
be passed by the House during the 
August session. 
This legislation 
suspends a provision that would 
compel broadcasters to give equal 
time to a dozen or more minor 
and splinter party candidates, and 
includes only the presidential and 
vice-presidential candidates of the 
two m ajor parties.

Alas! No Caviar

Oh, everybody’s got his troubles 
these days, and I am pleased to 
learn, 
from a recently returned 
friend, that the Russians are stand­ 
ing sorely in need of comfort. 
’ ’You can’t get a decent spoon­ 
ful of top-grade caviar in Russia 
today,” says my informant, a cav- 


iar-hound who just spent a month 
trying to 
surfeit his capitalistic 
craving for greasy gray sturgeon 
eggs in the major cities of Russia. 
“ Only as a guest of the Krem lin 
can you get that wonderful stuff. 
What you can buy is dry and little 
and black, just like the cheap gunk 
you buy in the states—little black 
birdshot.” 
Obviously crestfallen, our chum 
says that most of the good caviar 
that is not scoffed by the Krem lin 
elite goes into the export trade. 
W hile you can buy a tin of Romanoff 
in the posher restaurants in Paris, 
London, New York and the other 
capitals—if you have the price of a 
sm all car in your wallet—even the 
richer Moscovite can’t dig into a 
half-pound tin with a peasant greed­ 
iness in Russia. 
Apart from export inroads, it 
seems the Caspian Sea is having 
troubles of its own, and the Cas­ 
pian produces four-fifths of the 
world’s sturgeon. It is axiomatic 
that you cannot have caviar with­ 
out sturgeon, and the old Caspian 
is getting sliallower and shallower, 
until the sturgeon are almost scrap­ 
ing off the roe. 
There has recently been a large 
conference 
of 
hydroelectric en­ 
gineers trying to solve several pro­ 
blems such as evaporation. The Cas­ 
pian is losing four hundred m illion 
gallons a year by evaporation alone. 
But worse than evaporation is the 
recent construction of huge hydro­ 
electric stations, which rob the 
Caspian of water by accumulating 
huge pools or reservoirs which the 
locals use for irrigation and power. 
These stations are located on the 
Volga and other rivers which used 
to contribute to tile static water 
supply in the Caspian.

THE ACRE YOU OWN 


The 181 million acres of national 
forest land in the United States and 
Alaska closely approximate in num­ 
ber the present population of the 50 
states; You as a stockholder in this 
great forest enterprise own a single 
share - a share thattoday is equiva­ 
lent to an acre of land. No one can 
own more than one share, and no one 
can sell the one he has. 
As an active shareholder, you 
should be vitally interested in keep­ 
ing these national forest acres pro­ 
ductive. Like a well run household, 
they serve many purposes. Where 
conflict between uses arises it is 
settled — as in a smoothly run home 
- - o n the principle of the greatest 
good of the greatest number. This is 
called multiple-use management on 
the National Forests. 
As a shareholder, you probably 
have positive ideas as to how the Na­ 
tional Forests should be used. But 
stop a minute and take a real look 
at your own Allegheny National For­ 
est. Examine it closely, and see what 
a complex thing this public forest 
really is. You should rightfully ex­ 
pect to get from it usable water,

timber products, wholesome outdoor 
recreation and legal fish and game. 
If you were the custodian of a Na­ 
tional Forest and wanted to balance 
all of the major uses so that you 
could hand the forest down unim­ 
paired to future generations, you 
would have to make some important 
management decisions and stick to 
them. That is exactly what the ad­ 
ministration of the 151 national for­ 
ests involves today — the making ol 
sound, long-term decisions for the 
management of all the acres of the 
178,000,000 shareholders. 
Because the Forest Service be­ 
lieves so strongly that the National 
Forests are for the use of ALL peo­ 
ple and ALL interests, the multiple- 
use principle has been applied in 
managing them. The theory of multi­ 
ple-use is simple. You unconscious­ 
ly practice it when you quietly settle 
differences between members of 
your family in the use of the back 
yard, the family car, or the TV set 
in the living room. However, making 
multiple use work on the vast acre­ 
ages of the Allegheny National For­ 
est, and satisfying its thousands of 
active shareholders, is both difficult 
and complex. 
As a stockholder, you have a voice 
in management decisions just as you 
do if you own shares of stock in a 
big corporation. Congress is your 
board of directors for the National 
Forests, and the majority wishes 
of the stockholders are carried out 
on the ground by professional land 
managers — the district rangers. 
So you can't expect always to have 
your own way in the use you would 
like to make of a particular area. 
While each National Forest is 
managed under the multiple-use 
principle, not every single acre is 
devoted to multi-purpose use. Some 
areas may be dedicated to only one 
or two major ones. 
For example, inside a wilderness 
area you will find that no logging is 
permitted. This area will, however, 
produce water, wildlife forage, and 
a wilderness type of recreation. No 
roads will be permitted to be built 
through it, nor can you expect to 
find a fireplace and a table for 
family picnic. You may, however, 
hunt and fish there and may see 
livestock grazing. 
Use of the land within a summer 
home area will be even further re­ 
stricted. This land will yield its 
share of usable water. Wildlife may 
venture on it, but hunting near the 
cabins is not permitted. Timber 
within the area, and in a buffer 
strip around it, may not be harvest 
ed and recreation is specialized and 
may be limited to those who hole 
special use permits for summer 
homes. 
But if you pick at random a large 
enough area on the Allegheny Na­ 
tional Forest the chances are ex­ 
cellent that it will fall within 
group that is being managed for most 
of the five major products of the 
national forests — wood, water, 
wildlife, forage and recreation. 
There, under multiple-use manage­ 
ment, timber is being harvested for 
a thousand uses, clear water is jour­ 
neying to a municipal reservoir, 
wildlife is being cropped under en­ 
lightened game laws, and visitors to 
the forest are enjoying wholesome 
outdoor recreation. 
Here, through multiple-use man­ 
agement, all of the resources of the 
Allegheny National Forest are being 
managed for the greatest good of the 
greatest number in the long run.

of 
Pennsylvania 
hereby resolves as follows: 
Section I. The following amend­ 
ment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is 
proposed in accordance with the 
provisions of the eighteenth article 
thereof: 
That section eight, article nine 
of the Constitution of the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania be amended 
to read: 
S ection 8. The d eb t of any 
county, city, borough, township, 
school district, or other municipal­ 
ity or incorporated district, except 
as provided herein, and in section 
fifteen of this article, shall never 
exceed seven (7) per centum, ex­ 
cept school districts which shall 
never exceed fourteen 
(14) per 
centum upon the assessed value of 
the taxable property therein, nor 
shall any such county, municipality 
or district incur any debt, or in­ 
c re a se its in d e b te d n e ss to an 
amount exceeding two (2) per cen­ 
tum, except school districts which 
shall not exceed five (5) per cen­ 
tum, upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of 
the electors thereof at a public elec­ 
tion in such m anner as shall be 


provided by law. The debt of the 
city of Philadelphia may be in­ 
creased in such amount that the 
total debt of said city shall not ex­ 
ceed thirteen and one-half (1 3 % ) 
per centum of the average of the 
annual assessed valuation of the 
taxable realty therein, during the 
ten years immediately preceding 
the year in which such increase is 
made, but said city shall not in­ 
c re ase its in d e b te d n e ss to an 
amount exceeding three (3) per 
centum upon such average assessed 
valuation of realty, without the 
consent of the electors thereof at a 
public election held in such manner 
as shall be provided by law. No 
debt shall be incurred by or on be­ 
half of the county of Philadelphia. 
In ascertaining the debt-incur­ 
ring capacity of the city of Phila­ 
delphia at any time, there shall 
be deducted from the debt of said 
city b o much of said debt as shall 
have been incurred, or is about to 
be in c u rre d , an d the p ro ceed s 
thereof expended, or about to be 
expended, 
upon any public im­ 
provement, or in construction, p u r­ 
chase, 
or condemnation 
of any 
{ 
mblic utility, or part thereof, or 
acility therefor, if such public im­ 
provement or public utility, or part 
thereof, or facility therefor, whether 
separately, or in connection with 
any other public improvement or 
public utility, or part thereof, or 
facility therefor, mny reasonably 
be expected to yield revenue in ex­ 
cess of operating expenses sufficient 
to pay the interest and sinking 
fund charges thereon. The method 
of determining such amount, so to 
be deducted, shall be as now pre­ 
scribed, or which may hereafter be 
p re sc rib e d by the G en eral A s­ 
sembly. 
In incurring indebtedness for 
any purpose the city of Philadel­ 
phia may issue its obligations m a­ 
turing not later than fifty (50) 
years from the date thereof, with 
provision for a sinking fund to 
be in equal or graded annual or 
other periodical installments. W here 
any indebtedness shall be or shall 
have been incurred by said city of 
Philadelphia for the purpose of the 
construction 
or 
improvement of 
public works or utilities of any 
character, from which income or 
revenue is to be derived by said 
city, or for the reclamation of land 
to be used in the construction of 
wharves or docks owned or to be 
owned by said city, such obliga­ 
tions may be in an amount suffi­ 
cient to provide for. and may in­ 
clude the amount of, the interest 
and sinking fund charges accruing 
and which may accrue thereon 
throughout the period of construc­ 
tion, and until the expiration of 
one year after the completion of 
the work for which said indebted­ 
ness shall have been incurred; and 
said city shall not be required to 
levy a tax to pay said interest and 
sinking fund charges as required 
by section ten of this article until 
the expiration of said period of one 
year after the completion of said 
work.

With Your 1960 Taxes?

Many complaints have been re­ 
gistered at the county court house 
since tax notices started to be 
received by area residents Monday. 
The Observer is publishing the 
adjacent lists of millage data from 
the various districts in the county 
to aid the public in better under­ 
standing where the increases or de­ 
creases are in the tax notices sent 
to you. 
Tne Warren County Commission­ 
ers wish to explain that assessed 
valuation of property in the county 
was the same for 1959 and I960, 
and that the only increase in mil­ 
lage from the county was a one mill 
raise in the county poor tax. 
Most alterations in the tax rates 
have been levied by the district 
school boards, and those organi­ 
zations should be contacted to ex­ 
plain the increases or the decreases. 
And for those who are really in­ 
terested it is suggested that they 
attend council meetings, township 
supervisors meetings, and school 
board meetings to obtain full ex­ 
planation of their district’s tax 
structure. 
Since the responsibility of the 
explanation of the taxes does not 
rest in the County’s Tax Office, it 
would not be beneficial to place 
telephone calls there for that rea­ 
son.
